He discusses in some detail the National 
Environmental Policy Act provisions and concludes that they have been a construc- 
tive force for change, both in the government and the oil and gas industry. The 
author then provides an overview of various statutes and regulations establishing 
guidelines to ensure clean air and water, which are of particular importance to oil and 
gas producers. In conclusion, the author stresses the importance of maintaining a 
balance between the need for a healthy environment and the need for an adequate 
supply of energy.

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THE OIL AND GAS CONSERVATION, STABILIZATION AND 
DEVELOPMENT ACT, 1973

The Oil and Gas Conservation, Stabilization and Development Act, which was 
passed in Saskatchewan in 1973, has far reaching effects on the oil industry in that 
province, ranging from new forms of taxation to the expropriation of certain oil and 
gas rights. The Act imposes a mineral income tax on freehold owners and on other 
persons interested in petroleum production and a royalty surcharge on Crown lands. 
The group of potential taxpayers has been increased and the author discusses 
several accounting problems which arise out of the new qo. A major concern is 
the potnnnevvoe: EL of the Act. The author concludes by suggesting methods of 
drafting future agreements to minimize complications arising from the Act. 
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technical jargon which results in a very readable work which may be 
digested as easily by the layman as by the professional. 

Although the Commission suggests in the Foreword that both those 
views expressed by Professor Hogarth and Professor Weiler are right, 
and that a body such as the Law Reform Commission of Canada has to 
find its way in this very real tension, the reader is left to draw his own 
conclusions.
